London, Sept. 11. 


There is nothing unusual about the voyage of 
the Autolycus, which ig taking a shipment of 
British textiles to Tientsin on October 4,.a director 
of the China Mutual-‘Steam Navigation Company 


of. Liverpool, the owners, 


told me tonight. 


The Autolycus, ¢3 reported earlier, will carry the 
firat shipment of textiles resulting from the trade talks 


between a Communist 
unofficial British delegates to 
conference. ° 


The Autolycus, the official 
told me, is one of a number of 
ships owned by the Mine which 
Jeave Britain regularly evith 
cargoes for China. 


Although — still well below 
normal, trade between Britain 
and China iy Increasing, he 
sald.
